Hope is underbuilt for even the popu- 
lation normally living here—not tak- 
ing into consideration either the tem- 
porary influx of people for construc- 
lion of Ihe Soulhwestern 
Proving 


Ground, or the permanent expansion 
of the cily as n result of that pro- 
ject when finished. 


Except for the new Hcmpslead coun- 


ly courthouse, the last piece of public 
conslruction seeking to accomodate 
a larger, population was the high 
school building, put up in 1931. 


But in 1930 the population of Hope 


was G.OOfi. By 1910 the city had grown 
lo 7,475, a quarter larger—the biggesl 
pcrcenlagc gain 
among the larger 


towns of the state. 


Today it is anybody's guess how 


many people live in or about the 
cily. But conservative estimates put 
the permanent population of Hope at 
10,000 after the Proving Ground is 
completed and in operation. 


And so we arc faced with the facl 


that since 1930 our town has prac- 
tically doubled. 


The schools, asking for a federal 


grant for new buildings, are just one 
phase of a city-wide change. For 
yesterdays' town of li,000 must make 
major 
changes indeed 
to accomo- 


dale the people of a town of 10,- 
000.

It's 


Not Good Enough 


How the United Stales would stand 


up with other countries in regard 
to the" number of men called up for 
military service 
and 
rejected, 
we 


don'l know. Olhcr countries arc now 
up against more pressing mailers than 
compiling such stalislics. 


But after all, we do know this: 


When almost half the young men cal- 
led up for military service arc found 
unfit to serve, wo know thai the na- 
tional health isn't good enough. 


It isn't as bad as it looks, but it 


isn't good enough. Let's get the fav- 
orable factors out of the way first: 
A man may be quite healthy enough 
for ordinary purposes, and still be 
rejected 
for military purposes, 
as 


witness some of the professional alhlc- 
les who get a living by physical prow- 
ess but aren't good enough for the 
army. 
Examinations are far 
more 


thorough than they used to bo, and 
unquestionably many are rejected who 
would have been gladly taken in the 
old days. Standards are higher; Ihe 
emergency is nol 
as 
immediately 


grave. In short, many a man rejected 
by the army may feel fine, and live 
to be 104 and tell tall lies about 
what he did for his country back in 
1941. 


The figures, in other words, don't 


mean thai half the young American 
manhood is ailing and unfit for ord- 
inary life. 


But they are disturbing none the 


loss. It is not the highest aim of a 
social order lo turn out a population 
which shall be 100 per ccnl pcrfccl 
'or Ihe drill field. There are other 
considerations. But it would certainly 
seem that a normal population, wcll- 
iulanced, with the "sound mind in a 
iound body" ideal of the Greeks, 
would produce bctlcr than 50 per 
ccnl of sound physical specimens. 


Grcal efforts have been made to 


preserve the health of the people, 
especially of youth, during the pasl 
decade of depressed conditions. While 
it would nol seem to have been too 
successful, it is a 
fairly 
shuddery 


thought lo consider what might have 
been the effect had the effort not 
been made at all. 


Probably one of the things that is 


needed now is to teach people how 
to eat, as well as to provide a way 
for them to get something to eat. It 
is perfectly possible to be fully fed 
and undernourished at the same time. 
Every 
effort 
to spread knowledge 


of nutrition is a national asset.

Navy to Start 
Shooting War 
on Tuesday 


Will Fire on Axis 
Ships Knox Tells 
American Legion 
Convention 


MILWAUKEE (IP)- Secretary Knox 


told the American Legion convention 
Monday that beginning Tuesday the 
U. S. navy would protect all lease lend 
cm-goes traveling the seas between the 
American continent and waters ad- 
jacent to Iceland. 


He described the U. S. policy as 


"to capture or destroy every Axis 
surface or sub-surface 
raider 
en- 


countered." Knox avoided the use 
thu word "convoy" in his announce- 
ment recalling the interpretation giv- 
en by President Roosevelt's shoot on 
sight speech. 


Knox's announcement constituted 


the first official disclosure of how 
the navy was preparing to carry out 
the new policy. 


In a spoacli prepared especially for 


the convention Knox said: 


"Beginning Tuesday the American 


navy will provide protection as ade- 
quate as we can make it for ships 
of every flag carrying lend aid sup- 
plies between America and 
waters 


adjacent to Iceland." 


Whether protection as "adequate as 


we can make it" meant that U. S. 
warships would begin escorting con- 
voys of British and other cargo ves- 
sels was a matter of conjecture but 
the fact that the move follows Roose- 
velt's speach four clays indicated that 
some special arrangements were made 
that required lime to complete.

Cabinet Gets 
Many Changes 


Only Hull, Perkins, 
Ickes, Remain 
from Original 


By JACK STINNETT 
WASHINGTON-When you get right 


down to counting noses, President 
.Roosevelt's ((abinct has undergone 
more shake-ups than a penny bank. 
Only Secretaries Hull, Perkins and 
Ickes remain from the original execu- 
tive round table. 


Two of the appointments, those of 


Republicans Henry W. Stimson and 
Frank Knox to Wai- and Navy were 
departures from custom. Yet no ap- 
pointees, not even those two, have 
been watched with such interest by 
official Washington as the new at- 
torney-general Francis Biddle. 
The 


Army and Navy expansion programs 
were already set when Stimson and 
Knox were named, and the Presi- 
dent named them to see that these 
programs were carried forward with- 
out a hitch. 


But the Department of Justice has 


been dumped into Biddle's lap with 
more of its policies and programs at 
loose ends than perhaps any lime 
in its history. What is to be the future 
of the drive against big business mo- 
nopolies? How free a rein will big 
business be given to carry on the 
national defense effort? Will the rights 
of little business be vigorously pro- 
tected, and how? How will the laws 
of the land be brought to bear on 
labor in the emergency? 


There also is that delicate mailer 


of drawing the fine line belwecn the 
constitutional rights of the individual 
and the maximum proteclion for the 
nation in one of its greatest periods 
of stress. 


Washington has its eye on the tall 


sppi<e Phjladpljphia 
aristocr/al, 
who 


earned his post by being a lawyer to 
big corporations, a chairman of Iho 
National Labor Relations Board, a 
federal district judge, solicitor-gen- 
eral of the United Stales and a loyal 
follower of the liberal wing of the 
Roosevelt clan ever since he whooped 
it up for Theodore R. in the Bull 
Moose campaign of 1912. 


Fourteen years ago Francis Biddle 


wrote a novel called "The Llanfcar 
Pattern." It lold a slory of an aris- 
tocratic young man, born to conserva- 
tive society (much like himself), who 
set out to reform the world. At the 
end the novel is one of frustration, for 
although the young man has walked 
far to the left he finally finds him- 
self back at his starting point, a victim 
of his own heritage. Friends say that 
the novel is even more autobiograph- 
ical than Biddle realized, but it would

Fight Revived 
About Tobruk 


Italians Make 
New Claims in 
Drive Saturday 


ROME —(/P)— Italian and German 


detachments striking out from their 
semi-circular seige at Tobruk, Italy, 
wrested hill positions from defenders 
near Sidi Belgasen, east of Tobruk 
in a lightening atlack Salurday night, 
it was officially anntunced Monday. 


The British were declared to have 


lost an unspecified number of men, 
either dead or prisoners after 
the 


fierce fight. 


The announcement said that pres- 


sure on Tobruk for the most part by 
aviation and artillery had increased 
by troops seeking to disrupt the Bri- 
tish lines. The Saturday night assault 
was such a one. 


Action was linked with an aerial 


assault in which waves 
of Italian 


heavy btmbers hit important objec- 
tives, it was said, after German plan- 
es scored direct hits Saturday after- 
noon. 


On another African front, according 


to the high command's communique, 
large columns of Italian infantry and 
cavalry inflicted heavy losses on the 
British in the Lake Tina sector in 
northern Ethiopia.

With Russians 


LONDON—(/P)—With a wing of the 


RAF reported already in action against 
Germans'on the eastern front the en- 
tire U. S. mission to Moscow arrived 
in Britain for stopover talks before 
continuing on lo Ihe Russian capilal 
for consultalion with them on how to 
beat Hitler. 


RAF units now in Russia are only 


the advance guard of greater forces to 
go and informed quarters indicated 
that the British press had carried re- 
ports that American made planes were 
already in the Red airforce service. 


Junior member of the U. S. group 


reached London Sunday with the Rus- 
sian minister Oumansky after a trans- 
Atlantic plane flight and the Amer- 
(ic,i<n embassy announced 
that W. 


Avci-ill Harriman, head of the mis- 
sion, and the remainder of Ihe dele- 
galion had arrived somewhere in the 
United Kingdom. They were cxpecl- 
cd to reach London Monday night. 


The delegation has been commis- 


sioned with the British to study with 
Russia all moans of speeding supplies 
lo Russia. 


Forces Massed 
in Bulgaria for 
Seaborne Attack 


Rumanian, Bul- 
garian Ports Closed; 
New Threat to 
Leningrad, Kiev 


By the Associated Press 
Threats to Russia's second and third 


greatest cities heightened Monday as 
the Germans reported they had slash- 
ed through the Leningrad 
defense 


fronts at one point and Russia ad- 
mitted that the Nazi pincer moves 
tightened he ring around Kiev. 


Observers at Ankara forecast a sea- 


born German drive against Russian 
Crimea, site of the big Stviet Black 
sea naval base of Sebastopol. There 
were also reports that the Germans 
ordered all Rumanian and Bulgarian 
Black sea ports closed to commercial 
shipping. 


The Nazi order capped repeated 


rumors that both German and Italian 
troops were being massed in Bulgaria 
for an attempt to land forces behind 
the Russian Dnieper river defense 
line in the Ukraine. 


Bulgaria Mobolization 
Reports from London said the Ger- 


bilization of the Bulgarian army was 
ordered for Monday, 


Reports from Londtn said the Ger- 


mans already had thrust into the 
Perekop area on the thin neck of land 
connecting the Crimea with the USSR 
mainland. 


With the battle of Leningrad flam- 


ing toward a climax the 
Germans 


quoted Soviet prisoners as saying the 
defenders of the old Czar capital, 
dynamiting 
huge 
blocks of build- 


ings in the city to clear the line for 
artillery and,machine gun fire_in 
street by street defense, " 
~~'. 
"• 


Main Air Battles 
Meanwhile mass air battles raged 


over Leningrad. The Russians report- 
ed 100 planes were engaged in the 
latest duel with the Germans fleeing 
after losing 17 planes. 


Adolf Hitler's high command said 


the encirclement of Leningrad had 
been further tightened in fighting for 
possession of modern constructed for- 
tifications. 


The Soviet conceded the loss tf 


several settlements on the bank of 
the River Key at the city's approaches 
but claimed the recapture of the 
three of them. 


"Great offensive operations are still 


progressing successfully" 
the 
Ger- 


man command said, "with repeated 
enemy counter attacks collapsing." 


While acknowledging a grave new 


threat to Kiev, the Russians declared 
that Marshall Timtshenko's Red army 
was hurling back the Germans in a 
smashing counter offensive on the cen- 
tral front. 


Soviet troops were reported within 


12 miles of Smolensk, key city on the 
Napoleonic road to Moscow, with Rus- 
sian artillery shelling positions around 
the city. Other Red fighters' were re- 
ported near Yartzevo, 27 miles north- 
east of Smolensk. 


On the southern front the Russians 


said Hitler's invasions armies north 
and south of Kiev were trying to meet 
behind the city.

There are, however, several facts 


about Iceland nnd neighboring waters 
which stand out like a sore thumb. 
Iceland is described by most geogra- 
phers as the first settlement of the 
new world. Also the Department of 
State set up a claim that Iceland was 
a part of the western hemisphere in 
1868. It was never withdrawn, nor 
has it been officially disputed by any 
nation. 


Finally, the Nazi war zone was pro- 


jected into the commonly accepted 
western hemisphere by a Hitler pro- 
nouncement. 


It was to be expected, therefore, 


that the natural clashing point for 
America and Germany was in that 
strip of ocean waste near Iceland, and 
that's exactly where the clash oc- 
curred. 


That means the Monroe Doctrine 


was automatically drawn 
into the 


modern war crisis. For that doctrine 
repeatedly mentions "this hemisphere" 
and the "new world." The affair of 
the American ship in the Red Sea 
merely adds fuel to the argument. 


It involves a larger question—the 


traditional freedom-of-the-seas 
pol- 


icy of the United States. There was 
no question about that policy until 
the neutrality law was passed in 1938, 
limiting the courses which American 
ships could take and restricting their 
activity. 


The Monroe Doctrine did not de- 


fine the western hemisphere, 
The 


question was merely an interesting 
class room argument for the history 
jnd geography professors until this 
war came up. Then congress began 
massing laws involving the western 
hemisphere. 


For instance, draftees cannot be use;! 


outside the western hemisphere. Cer- 
ain persons born in the western 
lemisphere can be naturalized. 
The 


Jxport-Import Bank can make loans 
ror marketing products by countries 
within the hemisphere. 


That means government executive 


must themselves have decided in cer- 
:ain 
cases what is the western hem- 


isphere. The geographer of the United 
5tates has declined specifically to 
sound such an area of the globe. One 
eminent organization—The American 
Geopraphical Society—has suggested 
a western hemisphere. It lops off little 
chunks in the East to give the Cape 
Verdes and Azores back to Europe, 
where they belong by association any- 
way, and gives Siberia to Russia and 
Sew Zealand to the British Empire, 
but that doesn't make it official. 


Why doesn't the United States say 


:o the world. "This is the western 
lemisphere"—and draw the line on 
the map? 


To most observers, the reason is 


this: The United States isn't saying 
vhat is the western hemisphere un- 
:il it makes up its mind finally what 
this hemisphere should include, li 
Uncle Sam drew a line now, ha'd 
have to stick to it for all time in 
the future. He's drawing no lines, 
rmmtnjj no hemispheres until the 
world settles back into a reasonable 
groove. 


And even then he might be reluct- 


ant to take up a pointer and go to the 
map. 
Uncle Sam's a pretty cagey 


gent.

Since the proper combin- 
ation of skilled instrumentalists for 
a quartet is rare, and since the large 
numbers necessary for a symphony 
are rarer, he created a "sinfonie- 
ta" of stringed instruments only. 


The "sinfonietta" consists of about 


15 musicians. Farbman's group re- 
hearses in his apartment—and 15 is 
all it will hold. 


This is not too many, according to

quartet. 


It's been a heck of a lot of fun, 


Farbman says. 


"You must have real love for music 


or it loses out," he will tell you. "We

We deliber- 
ately pick out difficult, little-known 
selections. And we make phonograph 
records and play them back to check 
our mistakes.

Ill nnd weary, 
Artie Shaw cried "The music business 
stinks!" and took off for Mexico, leav- 
ing his big-money dnnco orchestra in 
the hands of his first saxophonist. He 
said he wanted to think. 


Now it appears that his digusl was 


aimed chiefly at jitterbug music—and 
at the jitterbugs who pestered him 
for his autograph. 


He's been studying arranging and 


composition with Harold Byrns, for- 
merly of the Berlin Slaats-Opcra, and 
now he has started a brand new 21- 
piece band. It has 15 string instru- 
ments, because Artie likes strings, and 
all Artie is going to play are the 
things that he likes. 


Artie is what Broadway calls a 


"sweet guy." That doesn't mean sissy 
in this case, nor does it have anything 
to do with the kind of music he plays. 
It means square shooter or good egg. 
He's usually pretty reserved, but just 
now he's so keen about the new band 
he fairly bursts with it. So let's let 
him tell the whole story: 


'There were two reasons I walked 


out on my old band. The first was 
that I was pretty near exhausted from 
overwork. The more important one, 
was that I felt I had gone just as far 
as I could with that kind of music and 
that kind of band. 


"All the time I had been dreaming 


of a real American symphony, nn 
orchestra that would play the really 
good things that American composers 
have turned out. I mean things like 
'Dancing in the Dark,' 'Moon Glow,' 
'Bill,' and 'Yesterdays.' 


'That'll got a good laugh from the 


'serious' musicians, but I say those 
songs arc good music, good expres- 
sions of the age we live in; with all 
its hurry and worry and phoniness. 
Beethoven and Tschnikowsky (and 
Artie knows plenty about them, too) 
lived in an entirely different age. 


"Beethoven and Tschaikowsky did 


a swell job of expressing their times, 
but their stuff just doesn't express 
anything but history to the people of 
these times."
